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Deadline Past 
On Alien Bans 


Un-Naturalized Natives Of 
Enemy Countries Advised 
To Comply With Regulation 


Peace officers pointed out on 
Wednesday that the deadline ex- 
pired December 29th for turning in 
cameras and short wave radio re- 
ceiving or transmitting sets which 
are held in the possession of enemy 
aliens. 


“Enemy aliens” are all persons 
who are citizens of nations with 
which the United States is at war. 


The officers pointed out that un- 
der the terms of proclamations by 
the President on December 7 and 
8, all cameras and all radios cap- 
able of short wave sending or re- 
ceiving, and held in the possession 
of enemy aliens, were to be sur- 


render to the sheriff of the chief 


of police not later than midnight of 
December 29. 

This would apply also to cam- 
eras and radios held in homes in 
which enemy aliens reside, where 
the enemy alien would have access 
to the cameras or the radio. 

Officials pointed out that such 
equipment held in the possession of 
enemy aliens which has not been 
surrendered up to this time, should 
be turned in promptly. No prose- 
cution is contemplated at this times 
but each passing day aggravates the 
Situation and prosecution may be 
enforced in the future 


Receipts will be issued for the | 


goods surrendered and, upon auth- 
orization of the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, the goods will be re- 
turned to the owners, or will be 
held until the end of the emergen- 
cy period. 

Officers are continuing, also, 
with the registration of all fire- 
arms in the county and the owners 
of guns are asked to register their 
arms and ammunition with the 
sheriff or with the chief of police.

1 cup brown sugar 

1, pound chopped suet 

4 eggs 

lg cup grape juice

@ In his “Return to Religion,” Dr. 
Henry Link states that children 
should not have allowances, but 
should earn their money. He bases 
this assertion on the fact that by | 
investigation he found that more 
children who earned their own 

, money ranked high in good traits 
of personality than those who did 
not. 

The uncritical 
statement, like the man whe made 
it, fails to reaiize that the few 
children who find the only jobs 
available, do so chiefly because 
they are more self-reliant and in- 
dustrious, and have more initi- 
ative, no doubt. In other words, 
the jobs tended to select those who 
had the better personality traits 

| already.

about the many times much larger 
i group of children who, in order to 
| earn money, would have to have 

jobs created for them. It would 
| scem, indeed, that the results then 
| would be very 1ifferent. 


| Pay for Work at Home 


Some parents, sharing Dr. 
| Link’s point of view, pay their 
| ciildren for helping about the 
| home. When they do that, how is 
| the child to feel he is a responsi- 

ble, contributing member of the 
family? How is he to get best 
values of consciously sharing in 
the family experiences and obli- 
gations? 

If, moreover, he is paid for 
everything he does about the home, 
his parents are inclined, when he 
neglects his tasks, to scold or pun- 
ish him—really to stold or punish 
him for not getting paid, for not 
eayning his pay. 

Whether the child is paid or 

’ given an allowance, some parents 
will punish the child by docking 
him on his earnings or allowance, 
and this soon plays havoc with 
any definite money program. A 
good allowance plan is based on 
the budget idea, on a definite 
amount.

Solving Parent Problems 


Q. “Why won’t rebuke and pun- 

ishment work to cure thumb-suck- 
ing and nail-biting?” 
' A. In neither can punishment 
' be immediate and without excep- 
tion. Besides, nail-biting usua!ly, 
and thumb-sucking occasionally, 
occurs when the child is most tense 
and excited. Nail-biting nearly 
always is a sign of nervousness. 
Rebukes and punishment, being 
ineffective, render this child more 
nervous and more prone, thcre- 
fore, to bite his nails. The thumb 
most readily goes to the ch'ld’s 
mouth when he seems most in 
need of comfort. Therefore thumb- 
sucking is the more likely to occur 
right after any kind of punish- 
ment.

If you collect “literature on the 
Hangtown Fry” you will be inter- 
ested in a passage in a new col-' 
lection of sketches on San Fran-— 
cisco, called “City of the Golden 
Fifties” written by Pauline? Jacob- 
sen. These appeared as Saturday 
features in the San _ Francisco 
Bulletin from March, 1916, to Au- 
gust, 1917. ; 

Among the famous San, Fran- 
cisco characters of the fifties was 
a man known as “Pish Tush,” a. 
habituee of Montgomery _ street 
who claimed to have invented the. 
classical Hangtown Fry. Once 
when Pish Tush was in Placerville 
he wanted a dinner for two 
guests. The hotel larder was pret- 
ty slim so Pish Tush taking mat- 
ters into his own hands went into 
the kitchen and proceeded to chop. 
fine several pieces of bacon. He 
ordered the cook to fry them. 
Opening a can of oysters, Pish 
Tush counted six to a person and 
added them to the bacon. When 
they were half done, he beat sev- 
eral eggs and added them to the: 
bacon-oyster mixture. Pish Tush 
who called it a Hangtown Roast. 
served it to the hungry guests with 
a flourish. When he came to San 
Francisco he introduced the dish to 
the chef at Collins and Wheelands 
“where it was served ther@after as. 
a famous dish.” 


Another version of the origin of, 
Hangtown Fry is given, the one 
where Willard Girard ‘dates the, 
dish back to Comstock days, when | 
a man about to be hanged upon!

WASHINGTON, (iP) — President 


| Roosevelt jolted congress today with 


the biggest budget, tax and deficit 
program of all time calling in the 
next 18 months for expenditure of 


$77,000,000,000 largely for arms and) i 


munitions to smash axis militarism. 

Taxes are to be raised to in- 
crease treasury revenue by 50 per 
cent in the 1943 fiscal year which 
begins this July 1. 

During that 12 months period. 
Mr. Roosevelt proposed in his bud- 
get message presented to congress 
today to spend approximately $59,- 
000,000,000, to collect $27,000,000,000 
in taxes and to raise the national 
debt to $110,400,000,000. Of the bud- 


geted expenditures, $53,000,000,000 
would be for war in that one year 
That includes  $7,500,000,000 ‘for 


lend-lease aid to the United Na- 
tions. 

Non-war expenditures were bud- 
geted at more than $6,000,000,000— 
$437,000,000 less than this year. 

In addition to the $53,000,000,000 
budgeted, for war, government cor- 
porations will spend a non-budget- 
ed $3,000,000,000 in the next fiscal 
year, bringing the over-all 1943 war 
cost to $56,000,000,000. 

There is nothing in any fiscal 
history to which the 1943 United 
States budget readily is compar- 
able. Mr. Roosevelt reminded news- 
papermen at  yesterday’s annual 
White House seminar that it is the 
biggest budget in the history of any 
nation at any time. He said it con- 
fronted the nation with the biggest 
production job in all history. 

A hint of the size of the budget 
may be gained by considering the 
$1,750,000,000 which the _ treasury 


will pay in the next fiscal year as | 
interest on the national debt and.
